2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
amendments and arguments filed February 22, 2005 have overcome the rejection of the 
independent claims in the prior Office Action filed November 8, 2004. As to claim 1 , no 
prior art was found to show or suggest an apparatus for forming a single face 
corrugating web as claimed where a contact roll is closely spaced and immediately 
downstream of a generator roll that brings in a liner web into initial tangent contact with 
the glue lines on the flutes tips of the medium on the bonding roll without nipping 
contact in the claimed environment. As to claim 10, no prior art was found to show or 
suggest a method for enhancing a glue bond between a medium web and a liner web in 
a single facer apparatus as claimed where a contact roll is closely adjacent and 
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immediately downstream of a generator roll that brings a liner web into initial tangent 
contact with the glued flute tips of the medium on the bonding roll without nipping 
contact in the claimed environment.
